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Primary Battles 


Commissioners 


Primary battles are shaping up for the August 6 
election in the race for Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners. Following filing of petitions on 
Tuesday, June 18th, five of the seven districts will have 
contests, one district will be contested in the general 
election in November, with only one, the 7th district, 
represented by Fred Kauffman, Republican, not having 
opposition. 

Members of the commission are elected for two 
year terms, beginning in January 1975. 

District One, includes Frederic and Maple Forest 
Townships, and. will have incumbent Dean L. Welch. 
(D) being challenged by George P. Dunckley, (D). 

District Two, all of Lovells Twp. and a portion of 
Grayling Twp., two Republicans will be seeking the 
nomination, with Patrick E. Harwood challenging 
incumbent, Earl H. Longworth. 

District Three, is located all in Grayling Twp., and 
will have a contest with incumbent, Bernard Maurer, 
(D), being opposed by Joseph A. LaGrow (D}. 

District Four, Precinct Two, all in the City of 
Grayling, will feature a general election race between, 
incumbent, Albert A. Westervelt, Republican, and 
Democratic challenger, Kenneth R. Carlisle. 

District Five, Precinct Three, includes a portion of 
the Gity of Grayiing and Grayiing Twp., wili have two 
Republicans, Rolla M. Failing and Donaid L. Welser, 
seeking the nomination, and the right to face 
Democratic incumbent, Bernard J. Bourrie, in the 
November election. 

District Six, Precinct One, ail in” the City of 
Grayling, will have two Republicans in the running, 
with Edward A. Lowrie challenging incumbent, 
Lawrence E. Gust. 

District Seven, South Branch Township, finds 
incumbent Republican Fred Kauffman in an unopposed 
position. 

Unregistered voters have until July 8th, the last 
day to register for voting in the August primary 
election. Voters may register with their respective 
township or city clerks.

Fish and Wildlife Aid 
To States Tops $37 Million 


Over $37 million of Federal 
Aid funds for sport fish and 
wildlife restoration and hunter 
safety programs has been ap- 
portioned by Secretary of the 
Interior Rogers C.B. Morton to 
the States and the govern- 
ments of Puerto Rico, Guam, 
the Virgin Islands and Ameri- 
can Samoa for use after July 1. 

U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice Direetor Lynn A. Green- 
walt said the $37 million is the 
first of two annual installments 
that will be distributed to the 
States from excise taxes col- 
lected in fiseal year 1974. It will 
be used by the States to finance 
their fish and wildlife programs 
during the first half of fiscal 
year 1975. The second install- 
ment will be paid in December 
after the tally of FY 74 tax 
receipts is completed by the 
Treasury Department. Last 
fiscal year a total of $62 million 
in Federal Aid funds was 
distributed in two installments 
to State governments. 

Funds for fish restoration 
programs come from a 10 
percent excise tax on fishing 
rods, reels, creels, and artificial 
Baits, lures, and flies. Funds for 
wildlife restoration and hunter 
safeiy programs come from an 
il percent excise tax on 
sporting arms and ammunition 
and a J0 percent excise tax on 
pistols and revolvers.

Twenty-five percent has 
supported research into such 
things as census-guided selec- 
tion of hunting seasons and bag 
limits and life history studies on 
a variety of animals such as 
wolves, grizzly bears, and the 
Florida panther. Another 20 
percent has been spent buying 
land such as prairie duck 
sloughs, winter big game 
ranges, bottomlands, desert- 
fands - in all, more than 54 
million acres or over 84,000 
square miles, an area larger 
than the six New England 
States, Maryland and Hawaii 
combined. Only five percent of 
the funds has gone to admini- 
strative overhead.” 

Michigan's share of the fund 
distribution for the fiscut year 
1975 includes $292,811 for fish 
restoration, $857,800 for wild- 
life restoration and $56,250 for 
hunter safety.

A recent Democratic poll claims 
that Michigan residents rate Gov.

Thus, reasons Democratic Chair- 
man Morley Winograd, Milliken is 
“vulnerable” in the governor's 
election this year. 

Heck, | figured that out all by 
myself, it doesn’t take a bunch of 
polling experts to figure out that 
almost any Republican is going to 
have trouble at election time. 
Watergate and the mess in Wash- 
ington have created vulnerability 
where none existed before; just 
ask a couple of would-be con- 
gressmen named Vander Laan and 
Sparling. 


One interesting point about the 
Democratic poll is that “economic 
issues such as unemployment and 
inflation top the list of state 
problems” and it is these areas in 
which voters express the most 
disenchantment with Gov. Milli- 
ken, according to the Winograd 
report. 

Of course, inflation and other 
economic problems have primarily 
a national if not international base, 
and the governor of a particular 
state has little if any direct 
influence on solving these prob- 
fems. But, Winograd claims, that's 
where the dissatisfaction rests, 
and that's why Democrats have a 
good shot at Milliken’s job this 


year. 
That may well be; | certainly 
won't argue. 
But another statistic in the 


Winograd poll is more significant 
to me. The Democratic chairman 
claims 51 percent of those queried 
in the poll classify themselves as 


Democrats or independent Re- 
publicans. 
That's probably accurate, too, 


although !| think it understates the 
real Democratic majority in Mich- 
igan 

There's no doubt that the 
Democrais nave a good siivi ai ie 
governor's chair this year. That’s 
one reason Jerry Cavanagh’s kid- 
ney could have significant impact 
on the future of Michigan.

Will Mean Higher Gas-Electric Rates 


The utility billing practices 
rules proposed by the Michigan 
Publie Service Commission and 
soon to be submitted to the 
legislature, will mean higher 
natural yas and electric bills for 
Grayling area customers. The 
president of one of the state's 
major utilities warned today. 

Hugh C. Daly, president of 
Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company, said certain mea- 
sures in the new rules will add 


from $15 to $18 million a year to 
his company's costs -- and 
customers’ rates - by making it 
almost impossible to collect 
utility bills from determined 
bill dodgers. “Our conscientious 
customers will have to pay 
higher rates to make up the 
loss,” he added. 

Daly said the principal flaw 
in the rules would forbid 


utilities to discontinue service 
to residential customers who 


teh J * 
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@ as MLECTED BY 
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refuse to pay their bills until 
their complaints, however 
groundless, have been resolved 
through # lengthy and compli- 
cated process of hearings and 
appeals. 

This, he said, would provide 
a safe haven for the small 
minority of utility customers 
who will not pay for utility 
service as long as they can get 
away with it. Encouraged by 
these rules, the number of such 
customers would increase con- 
siderably, and a further burden 
would be placed on those cus- 
tomers who regularly pay their 
bills. 

Daly said that the rules 
would genvrate so many 
groundless disputes that the 
entire system of handling com- 
plaints, both at the company 
and commission level, would 
soon break down, and create 
chaos in the prompt determina- 
tion of legitimate inquiries. 

Daly pointed out that un- 
collectible bills are a cost of 
Supplying gas and electricity,

company rates. Michigan Con- 
solidated rates presently re- 
flect uncollectible losses of over 
$4 million a year, about 97 
percent of which are concen- 
trated in Detroit. He added 
that customer arrears ure run- 
ning as high as $9.4 million. - 

“Both of these figures can be 
expected to rise dramatically if 


rules are enacted that provide a. 


means by which a customer can 
avoid payment merely by dis- 
puting his bill,” Daly said. 

He jikened ihe situation to 
that of Consolidated Edison in 
New York, which under similar 
but even less restrictive billing 
rules imposed a year ago, has 
seen its uncollectible accounts 
rise 27 percent in 1973 and 
another 21 percent in the first 
quarter of 1974. Consolidated 
Edison lost $28.8 million in bad’ 
accounts in 1973, and the figure 
is expected to reach $40 million 
this year. Custumer arrears 
are presently Some $367 million 
with a third of the utility's 
customers behind in their bills, 
placing it in serious financial

A superb white elephant 


It is heartbreaking to watch. the Concorde 
supersonic team fighting on. Technically they are 
superb. Econ~miically they are disastrous. Last week, 
for instance, they pulled off the remarkable job of 
flying Paris to Rio de Janeiro and back again all ir: one 
day. Just think about it, 12,d24 miles covered in 11 
hours and 20 minutes total flying time. They made a 
quick refuet en route at Dakar. 

Whsi. tid it prove? That the aircraft really does fly 
remarkably well. Whether it could have flown quite that 
far with a full load of passengers is debatable, but 
nevertheless it was admirable. 

What they still can't do is convince any airline that 
this sort of operation makes financial sense. A giant 
fuel consur.er, the Concorde was an expensive 
propositidn even in the carefree days before oil prices 
zoomed upward. Now alf airlines are again in deep 
financial trouble. and the Concorde’s potential 
operating costs are that much higher. 

So far. the British and French are committed to 
spend at least $2.500 million for 16 aircraft. The final 
real cost may even be considerably higher than that. 
There had been a hope for a while among the key 
Concorde backers that if only British Airways and Air 
France would start flying those supersonics. ail the 
others would have to buy them to compete. Now, with 
runaway costs, the airlines are worrying about how 
they can break even with their existing planes. 

Muttimillion - dollar planes are already sitting 
parked, unused at airports in many places. There isn’t 
an airline not desperately trying to find some way to 
cut its runaway expenses. 

Against all that, the handful of Concorde experts 
who made that impressive run last week are a Striking 
; contrast. The. have to go on trying to. win with the 

: exciteinent vi technical achievement. They couldn't 

" have done tc\. rihan last week's experiment, yet not a 
single airline tock them seriously. Costs are just too 
much for anyone. 


A New Shortage—Pride

seniority are very valuable in 
making me an effetive Sena- 
tor,” Toepp commented. “But 
far more important is how you 
use the experience and seniori- 
ty and whether you have 
enthusiasm for the job. And 
above all, I like this job. The 
challenges and frustrations can 


be enormous, but the satis- 
factions of accomplishment are 
even greater. They are equally 
rewarding whether pagsing a 
statewide tax cut, finalizing a 
multi-billizn dollar stale bud- 
get, or helping an individual 
solve a perplexing personal 
problem. 

“For instance,” Toepp said, 
“T take tremendous pride in the 
growth and increasing excel- 
lence of our educational fa- 
cilities in Northern Michigan. 
This has been one of my major 
interests. 

“I've been vitally involved in 
the U.S. 131 Freeway project,” 
Toepp observed. “This major 
highway has now pushed 
through the southern boundary 
of the 36th District. I want to 
represent this area as our road 
surges north to the Mackinac 
Bridge, a dream come true for 
our région. 

“T want to continue to be a 
sivéne thing for Hinanciat sanity 
in Lansing, and to extend my

trouble. , 

“We don't want this to 
happen in Michigan,” Daly said, 
“and we don't want to see this 
kind of a burden placed on the 
86 percent of our customers 
who always pay their bills on 
time." 

Daly said Michigan Consoli- 
dated has experiewced a sub-- 
stantial increase in uncollectible 
accounts since 1967, but a 
number of measures, such as 
the 12-month budget plan, 
extended payment plans, cus- 
tomer counseling, together with 
more intensive collection action 
have helped to stabilize the 
losses. 

“But, this could all be upset 
by the proposed rules, because 
we would have to stop all 
collection action anytime a 
eustomer disputed his bill, 
regardless of the merits. Then 
we would have to enter an 
extended process of investi- 
gations, hearings and appeals 
which would enable a customer 
to retain gus service for months 
without paying for it,” Daly 
said. 

As an example, Daly said a 
customer could ignore his bill 
and collection notices for two 
months, until he got notices that 
his service would be discon- 
nected in 10 days unless 
payment was made. On the 
ninth day, he could call the 
company and say he protested 
the bill, without giving any 
reason. This would stop all 
collection aetion and the shut- 
off. y 
“The company would then 
proceed through its normal 
investigation procedure, to set- 
tle the dispute. but if the 
customer rejected the company 
explanation, he could then ask 
for a hearing before a company 
hearing officer," Daly said. 

“Customers who did not com- 
plain until after receiving notice 
of discontinuance would have to 
pay half of the disputed bill by 
the day of the hearing, but 
those who complained earlier 
wouldn't have to pay anything. 

“If the hearing officer finds 
the customer owes the money, 
the customer has to be invited 
to file an informal appeal with 
the Public Service Commission 
Consumers Service Division. 
He would continue to reccive 
utility service during the time 
it takes to schedule and hold a 
hearing and reach an interim or 
final decision,” Daly said. 

“Finally, there could be a 


‘formal appeal to the Commis- 


sion, and the hearing examiner 
would have the authority to 
continue the ban on collection 
action and shut-off,” he said. 

“There is nothing in these 
proposed rules that would 
effectively prevent such a cus- 
tomer from disputing _ bills 
rendered during the extended 
period while his first complaint 
is heing resolved, and we would 
have to continue service with 
the growing unlikelihood that 
the increasing bill would ever 
be paid. 

“And even upon final deci- 
sion, the Commission cannot 
give us a money judgement 
against the customer or the 
right to enter his home io 
disconnect service. This could 
still require court action and 
additional time,” Daly said. 

“Each of these various pro- 
ceedings involve notice and 
anpeals periods of up to 10 days 
plus 30 days for the informal 
appeal to the Commission, and 
no limit on the formal appeal. 
Thus the whale process could 
extend over an entire heating 
season,” Daly said. 

Daly said presently that 
about 10,000 customers of the 
utility have to be shut off each 
year for non-payment, wile 
another 120,000 customers, a- 
bout [2 percent of the one 
million total, have to be threat- 
ened with shut-off before they 
pay up. TheSe dre the custom- 
ers who would take advantage 
of the rules to delay or avoid 
payment, Daly said, 

“Confronted with 130.000 dis- 
putes, hearings and appeals a 
year, neither the company nor 
the Commission could hope to 
keep up with the deluge. This 
would lead to a chaotic situation

and a general breakdown in 
handling legitimate customer 
complaints which could be 
neglected in the turmoil,” he 
said. 

Considering that Michigan 
Consolidated and Consumers 
Power, serve some 1.7 million 
residential gas users, and Con- 
sumers and Detruit Edison 
serve 2.5 million electric ¢us- 
tomers, the potential number of 
hearings and appeals is enor- 
mous, Daly said. Contributing 
to this potential is the require- 
ment that utilities send to all 
customers a brochure on the 
rules that would, in effect, be a 
course of instructions on how to 
dodge utility bills, he said. 

“The rules should be de- 
signed for the vast majority of 
customers who pay their bills 
on time, and occasionally have 
honest. disputes. We want to 
provide these customers with 
every consideration, but unfor- 
tunately, there are many others 
who wil] take advantage of the- 
Jack of limits on how far they 
ean go and consider these rules 
asa way to get a free ride at the 
expense of everybody else,” 
Daly said.
